A Summary  of  the  1980-81 
Annual  Report

It  is  always  a source  of  pride  to  the 
entire  college  community  to  be  able  to 
list  the  unmistakable  evidence  of 
progress  made  over  the  past  year, 
despite  the  ever-present  anxieties 
about  enrollments  and  finances. 

Admissions 

Enrollment  figures  for  1980-81 
mark  the  fifth  consecutive  year  of 
upward  progress  in  Admissions  for 
Pine  Manor  College.  Total  enrollment 
of  531,  plus  four  special  students, 
represents  a net  increase  of  46  stu- 


dents, or  9.4%.  There  were  dramatic 
gains  of  47  students  in  the  sophomore 
class,  and  25  students  in  the  senior 
class,  although  enrollments  in  the 
freshman  and  junior  classes  were 
down  slightly. 

The  total  enrollment  for  the  1981-82 
year  is  535  students.  We  have  main- 
tained our  progress  towards  full  en- 
rollment, although  there  will  be  more 
day  students  this  year  and  con- 
sequently more  empty  beds,  36  as 
compared  with  16  a year  ago.  In  addi- 
tion, we  have  made  great  progress  in 


junior  enrollment,  with  a gain  of  29 
students,  or  87.9%.  However,  for 
1982-83  we  must  see  increases  in  all 
four  classes.  Improved  retention  and 
improved  yield  of  contracts  on 
freshmen  applications  must  be  our 
constant  goals. 

Financial  Aid 

The  1980-81  year  saw  severe  cutbacks 
proposed  in  federal  student  assist- 
ance programs.  The  cutbacks  include 
Basic  Educational  Opportunity  grants 
which  affect  70%  of  all  financial  aid

students  at  Pine  Manor  College;  the 
National  Direct  Student  Loan  pro- 
gram; the  Guaranteed  Student  Loan 
program  which,  when  revised,  could 
eliminate  1.5  million  borrowers 
nationwide;  the  Parent  Loan  pro- 
gram, and  the  Social  Security  Educa- 
tional Benefits  program. 

These  cutbacks  mark  the  beginning 
of  a trend  with  very  severe  implica- 
tions for  recruitment  and  retention 
for  a college  like  Pine  Manor,  which 
has  no  endowment  to  generate  sub- 
stantial funds  for  student  financial 
aid  and  which  must  charge  a rela- 
tively high  tuition.  In  anticipation  of 
steadily  decreasing  federal  aid.  Pine 
Manor  College  must  redouble  its  ef- 
forts to  build  an  endowment  for  stu- 
dent scholarships. 


Academic  Programs 

In  October,  1980,  the  Pine  Manor 
College  Faculty  approved  a mission 
statement,  as  revised  by  the  Long 
Range  Planning  Committee,  which 
emphasized  the  importance  of  the 
B.A.  programs.  Thus,  academic  plan- 
ning for  the  1980-81  academic  year 
focused  on  the  growth  and  revision  of 
the  B.A.  programs  and  the  addition  of 
two  new  programs  in  Visual  Arts  and 
Biological  Psychology.  Also  exciting 
is  the  collaboration  of  the  American 
Institute  of  Textile  Arts  and  the  Art 
History  program  which  resulted  in 
two  new  concentrations  within  the 
Art  History  B.A.  — History  of  Interior 
Design  and  History  of  Textiles. 

Much  was  done  to  strengthen  and 
support  the  B.A.  programs  through 
new  courses,  additional  require- 
ments, review  of  resources  like  the 
Internship  Program,  which  links  the 
B.A.  programs  with  career  opportuni- 
ties, and  the  new  option  of  "minors” 


Inside  Views  from 
Administrators 
and  Faculty

"Enrollment  on  opening  day 
this  September  was  up  only 
slightly  over  a year  ago,  but  there 
are  very  encouraging  trends  in  the 
enrollment  figures.  Freshmen  en- 
rollment, for  example,  was  up  in 
several  key  states,  including  Mas- 
sachusetts and  California. 

1 believe  that  Pine  Manor  alum- 
nae and  parents  throughout  the 
country  can  help  the  admissions 
effort  in  signficant  ways.  For  in- 
stance, if  they  know  of  any  stu- 
dents who  would  make  good  can- 
didates for  admission  to  Pine 
Manor,  they  should  pass  their 
names  on  to  the  Admissions  Office 
— these  referrals  will  receive 
careful  attention.  Alumnae  and 
parents  might  also  provide  trans- 
portation for  an  admissions  repre- 
sentative when  she  visits  high 
schools  in  their  area.  They  can  also 
help  by  attending  a College  Night 
at  their  local  high  school  when  one 
of  our  staff  members  cannot  be 
there.  We  are  very  open  to  other 
ideas  on  how  parents  and  alumnae 
can  participate  in  the  admissions 
effort  and  urge  all  those  interested 
to  contact  the  Admissions  Office." 
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"The  B.A.  program  in  Biological  Psychology  will  provide  students  interested 
in  both  Biology  and  Psychology  with  an  opportunity  to  combine  these  interests 
in  the  study  of  a relatively  new  field.  Biological  Psychology  takes  as  its  premise 
that  components  of  both  normal  and  abnormal  behavior  can  be  traced  to 
activities  in  the  central  nervous  system.  Students  interested  in  this  area  are 
most  likely  to  pursue  careers  in  research,  medicine,  clinical  work,  or  other 
health  science  fields.  We  are  pleased  that,  in  this  the  first  year  of  the  program,  a 
number  of  juniors  have  enrolled,  and  sophomores  are  expressing  interest  in 
our  B.A.  in  Biological  Psychology. "

"At  Pine  Manor  we  do  for 
women  what  is  not  being  done  by 
many  other  colleges.  As  we  have 
increased  our  B.A.  programs  to 
meet  a variety  of  student  goals 
and  career  plans,  we  have  care- 
fully maintained  our  low 
student/faculty  ratio,  strong  fac- 
ulty involvement,  and  commit- 
ment to  our  mission.  Our  guide 
for  an  academic  program  is  to 
provide  a liberal  arts  education 
that  will  serve  a student  well 
throughout  her  career.

in  sixteen  academic  areas.  Efforts 
were  made  throughout  the  year  to 
demonstrate  how  Liberal  Arts  skills 
can  be  applied  in  professional  fields. 

The  Internship  Program  had  its 
strongest  year  to  date  in  terms  of  the 
quality  of  student  work,  faculty  spon- 
sorship, and  supervision  at  the  in- 
ternship site.  Ninety-eight  students, 
or  20%  of  the  student  body,  held 
internships,  and  roughly  30%  more 
made  inquiries  about  the  program. 
Such  exploration  of  career  interests  is 
vital  for  students,  and  the  Internship 
Program  has  indeed  proven  itself  to 
be  a vital  link  between  the  classroom 
and  the  world  of  work. 

Ahead,  there  is  interest  on  campus 
in  developing  B.A.  programs  in  His- 
tory and  Government,  Sociology,  and 
International  Studies,  but  funding 
will  have  to  be  found  for  these  new 
ventures. 


Cross-registration  was  also  pro- 
moted, and  a possible  exchange  of 
faculty  and  courses  between  Boston, 
Babson,  and  Pine  Manor  colleges  is 
under  discussion,  although  this  will 
entail  revision  of  the  Pine  Manor  Col- 
lege calendar  for  1982-83. 

Seven  grant  proposals  were  sub- 
mitted in  support  of  the  needs  of  the 
academic  program  and  faculty  devel- 
opment, for,  as  always,  the  college  is 
undercapitalized  for  development  of 
new  academic  directions.  These  pro- 
posals concentrated  in  the  areas  of 
mathematics,  computer  sciences,  and 
health  sciences. 

Finally,  two  new  ventures  were 
launched  in  June  — Pine  Manor  Col- 
lege's first  Summer  School  and  the 
new  International  Language  Insti- 
tute.

Library 

Pine  Manor  College  can  take  pride 
in  the  caliber  of  its  library  staff  and 
the  progress  being  made  on  develop- 
ing and  reclassifying  the  collection, 
expanding  services,  improving  a 
facility  which  has  severe  limitations, 
and  raising  the  additional  funds 
needed  for  these  tasks.  We  must  now 
give  top  priority  to  planning  and 
fund-raising  for  an  extension  of  the 
library,  which  will  house  a collection 
of  over  50,000  volumes,  allow  for  in- 
creased study  areas,  and  provide  for 
emerging  needs  in  the  areas  of  study 
skills  and  learning  resources.  We  will 
also  need  to  expand  the  number  of 
computer  terminals  in  the  library  for 
student  use.  Since  our  funds  are  lim- 
ited, every  penny  must  be  wisely 
used,  and  judicious  planning  will  be 
essential. 


Student  Affairs 

All  members  of  the  Student  Affairs 
staff  continued  to  work  effectively  as 
a team  with  goals  clearly  established 
both  for  individual  areas  and  for  the 
Division  as  a whole.  A week  of  com- 
prehensive staff  training  took  place  at 
the  beginning  of  the  year,  and  spe- 
cialized training  sessions  continued 
throughout  the  year  in  accordance 
with  the  Reaccreditation  Visiting 
Committee's  recommendations. 

Once  again,  this  Division's  greatest 
strength  lay  in  its  effective  blending 
of  professionalism  and  the  personal 
touch. 

Staff  members  reviewed  progress 
in  their  areas  in  year-end  reports, 
assessing  progress  on  their  original 
goals.  Two  major  themes  emerged 
from  all  reports.  First,  the  desirability

"The  past  year  has  been  one  of 
tremendous  growth,  largely  due  to 
the  generosity  and  support  of  the 
many  alumnae  and  friends  of  the 
library  whose  gifts  have  added 
significantly  to  our  book  and 
periodical  budgets.  However,  we 
are  still  10,000  volumes  shy  of  our 
50,000  volume  goal,  and  at  the  cur- 
rent cost  of  $25.00  per  volume, 
continued  support  is  critical  to  our 
success. 

The  coming  year  should  prove  to 
be  an  exciting  one.  We  will  be 
refurbishing  the  interior  of  the 
coach  house  and  making  plans  for 
future  growth  through  an  addition 
to  the  building.  Plans  for  the  next 
ten  years  will  incorporate  a learn- 
ing resource  center,  computer 
area,  expanded  stack  and  study 
space,  and  appropriate  accom- 
modations for  our  rare  book 
collection."

"The  Student  Affairs  Division 
continues  to  face  the  ongoing 
challenge  of  meeting  the  varied 
needs  of  the  student  population. 
One  of  the  goals  for  this  year  is  to 
increase  faculty  involvement  and 
participation  in  the  extra- 
curricular life  at  Pine  Manor.  The 
planned  programs  will,  hopefully, 
supplement  classroom  learning 
and  provide  experiences  which 
contribute  to  each  student's  per- 
sonal growth  and  development. 

Over  the  course  of  the  year,  pro- 
grams on  decision-making  for 
women,  problems  related  to  drug 
and  alcohol  use,  self-defense 
(among  others)  will  be  conducted. 
The  talents  of  our  international 
student  population  will  be 
utilized  through  coffeehouse  en- 
tertainment and  programs  on 
cross-cultural  differences  and  cus- 
toms. Also,  leaders  of  local 
churches  and  temples  will  con- 
tinue to  be  involved  in  student 
life." 


of  a greater  involvement  of  faculty  in 
campus  activities  outside  the  class- 
room. Student  surveys  revealed  this 
issue  to  be  a high  priority  for  all 
students,  suggesting  that  it  may  be  a 
key  to  better  retention.  Secondly,  a 
broad  range  of  divergent  academic 
and  social  needs  on  the  part  of  our 
students  must  be  addressed  on  an 
institution- wide  basis. 

A further  issue  which  comes  to 
mind  is  the  need  for  a campus  chap- 
lain. I feel  the  time  has  come  when  the 
spiritual  concerns  of  students  should 
receive  recognition  and  attention. 

Physical  Plant 

Pine  Manor  College's  most  valu- 
able asset  is  the  campus.  Its  value 
must  not  be  compromised  by  de- 
ferred maintenance.  We  must  budget 
adequate  amounts  each  year  for 
maintenance  and,  if  necessary,  raise 
funds  for  specific  capital  improve- 
ment projects. 

Finances 

Balancing  the  budget  is,  in  my 
view,  an  absolute  necessity.  The  col- 
lege simply  cannot  absorb  any  further 
deficits.  Furthermore,  a balanced 
budget  is  a major  criterion  for  secur- 
ing funding  from  many  foundations. 
We  have  steadily  reduced  our  deficit 
over  the  past  five  years.  We  have 
begun  to  evaluate  the  cost  effective- 
ness of  every  service,  system,  and 
procedure  in  our  current  operation. 
For  the  past  two  years,  we  have  been 
realistic  in  raising  our  charges  to 
cover  the  special  services  provided. 
Finally,  we  have  continued  to  sup- 
plement our  income  through  use  of 
the  campus  by  adjunct  activities  — 
the  American  Institute  of  Textile  Arts, 


the  International  Language  Institute, 
Summer  School,  and  outside  groups. 
The  essential  remaining  step  is  to 
retire  the  debt  and  relieve  the  college 
of  heavy  interest  costs,  which  must  be 
covered  from  operating  income.  I feel 
this  should  be  the  first  priority  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees. 

Fund-raising 

The  1980-81  year  set  new  records  in 
both  restricted  and  unrestricted  an- 
nual giving. 

Contributions  totalled  $462,305, 
with  $356,612  in  unrestricted  and 
$105,693  in  restricted  gifts.  We  ex- 
ceeded our  goal  of  $350,000  in  unre- 
stricted funds  and  owe  a great  debt  of 
gratitude  to  the  Trustees  who  con- 
tributed $53,000  to  the  Challenge 
Fund  Pool,  which  encouraged  new 
and  increased  gifts. 

Restricted  gifts  included  $60,000 
donated  by  the  Board  to  the  Faculty 
Salary  Fund,  $20,000  for  the  Business 
Management  B.A.  program,  and 
$16,000  for  the  Visual  Arts  B.A.  pro- 
gram. 

The  Associates  Program,  effec- 
tively chaired  by  Virginia  Ballard 
Cherry  '39,  was  once  again  the 
mainstay  of  the  Annual  Fund,  ac- 
counting for  two-thirds  of  the  unre- 
stricted gifts  and  surpassing  its 
membership  goal  of  150  members. 
Forty  of  the  151  gifts  were  in  excess  of 
$1,000.  This  program  is  absolutely 
vital  to  the  continuing  growth  of  the 
Annual  Fund,  and  the  work  of  the 
Trustees  in  soliciting  new  and  re- 
newed membership  and  bringing  a 
personal  touch  into  fund-raising  is 
greatly  appreciated  — and  most 
effective. 
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For  1981-82,  we  have  increased  the 
goal  of  the  Annual  Fund  by  $50,000  to 
$400,000.  It  will  be  especially  difficult 
to  achieve  this  goal,  since  we  will  be 
working  without  the  aid  of  last  year's 
$50,000  Challenge  Fund  Pool.  There- 
fore, we  must  rely  instead  on  in- 
creased reunion  giving  to  replace  this 
amount,  p/«s  generate  an  additional 
$50,000  — a total  target  of  $100,000  in 
new  monies  next  year.  No  mean  feat, 
particularly  as  we  have  already  called 
on  many  of  our  constituents  for  sub- 
stantial help. 

The  capital  campaign  (Pine  Manor 
Program)  made  slow  but  steady  prog- 
ress, although  that  one  major  gift  we 
so  urgently  need  once  again  eluded 
us.  The  entire  staff  of  the  External 
Affairs  Division  continued  to  work 


effectively,  ably  supported  by  many 
Trustees,  despite  numerous  person- 
nel changes.  Special  credit  must  go  to 
Beth  Steffian  for  stepping  in  as  Direc- 
tor of  Development  in  mid-year  and 
achieving  outstanding  results  in  all 
areas. 

Conclusion 

It  is  remarkable  to  find  such  prog- 
ress and  innovation  in  a small  and 
hard-pressed  institution.  It  is  a trib- 
ute to  the  caliber  and  dedication  of 
the  Pine  Manor  College  faculty,  staff. 
Trustees,  and  alumnae  that  there  is  a 
constant  drive  for  improvement  in 
the  quality  and  scope  of  the  college's 
activities.  My  thanks  go  to  all  those 
who  have  been  partners  in  our  prog- 
ress. □

"For  the  first  time  since  the  mid 
70's  Pine  Manor  projects  a bal- 
anced budget  for  1981-82.  This  can 
be  attributed  to  four  basic  factors: 
near  capacity  enrollment;  realistic 
fee  increases;  controlled  expenses; 
and  unrestricted  gifts  to  the  An- 
nual Fund.  In  addition  we  have 
started  the  process  of  increasing 
our  budget  to  maintain  our  plant 
assets  adequately."

"My  major  concern  about  the 
Annual  Fund  is  that  we  are  so 
absolutely  dependent  on  it.  The 
goal,  which  we  establish  prior  to 
mailing  any  appeals,  becomes  part 
of  the  College  budget  before  we 
receive  the  first  gift.  Most  colleges 
have  endowment  income,  but  Pine 
Manor  has  virtually  none . A fail- 
ure in  the  Annual  Fund  would 
become  a direct  loss  of  income; 
there  is  no  endowment  to  pick  up 
the  slack. 

We  must,  and  I am  optimistic 
that  we  will  before  too  very  long, 
attract  some  substantial  endow- 
ment. Our  first  gift  of  an  endowed 
chair  ($500,000)  will  be  the  signal 
that  Pine  Manor  has  the  ability  to 
draw  major  support,  that  it  has 
credibility  and  viability,  and  that 
we  are  viewed  by  our  donors  as  an 
institution  that  deserves  not  only 
their  gifts,  but  their  largest  gifts."

In  the  spring  of  1980,  Anne  Bullivant 
Steere,  '41,  began  work  on  an  ambitious 
project.  Her  goal  was  to  study  Pine 
Manor  College's  development  as  an  in- 
stitution — from  its  roots  through  most 
recent  history.  The  result  is  "Women, 
Education  and  Pine  Manor  — A Social 
History,"  a 63-page  paper  which  looks 
at  how  the  changing  attitudes  toward 
women  have  affected  Pine  Manor,  and 
other  women's  colleges,  in  the  twentieth 
century. 

Anne,  who  returned  to  college  in  1975, 
became  interested  in  the  subject  of  women 
and  education  when  she  served  as  chair- 
person of  a support  group  in  Dallas  for 
900  women  resuming  their  studies.  In 
1978,  Anne  Steere  received  herB.S.  in 
Sociology  with  Departmental  Honors 
from  Southern  Methodist  University. 

She  is  now  working  toward  a Master  of 
Liberal  Arts  at  SMU,  and  her  study, 
excerpted  below,  will  partially  fulfill  the 
requirements  for  that  degree. 

In  her  research,  Anne  started  with 
catalogues  as  offical  documents,  then 
branched  out  into  books  on  women's 
education,  and  conversations  with  Pine 
Manor  faculty , staff,  administration, 
and  alumnae.  "Of  inestimable  help," 
says  Anne,  "has  been  Ruth  Woodman 
Russell's  Pine  Manor:  The  First  Fifty 
Years,  written  in  celebration  of  that 
anniversary . This  scholary  history  is  full 
of  detail  that  made  my  task  considerably 
easier.  I have  quoted  from  it  liberally, 
and  if  Miss  Russell  were  here  today,  she 
would  nod  in  her  shy  way,  but  forth- 
rightly say,  'I'm  glad  if  it  was  some 
help.'  " 

The  early  chapters  of  Women,  Edu- 
cation and  Pine  Manorexplore  the 
College's  modest  beginning  at  Dana  Hall 
(a  school  originally  established  to  pre- 
pare students  for  Wellesley  College).  In 
1911,  Helen  Temple  Cooke,  then  princi- 


pal of  the  preparatory  school,  responded 
to  a request  from  seniors  to  establish  a 
postgraduate  year,  which  was  housed  in 
Pine  Manor  House.  By  1916,  Pine 
Manor  had  become  a two-year  post- 
graduate department  which  catered  to 
the  young  woman  interested  in  develop- 
ing homemaking  skills. 

The  original  emphasis  on  domestic  arts 
eventually  yielded  to  a concentration  on 
the  liberal  arts,  which,  in  the  last  decade, 
has  been  mixed  with  a strong  selection  of 
career-minded  programs.  The  Pine 


Manor  captured  in  this  study  is  an  in- 
stitution xvhich  has  responded  to  the 
needs  of  its  students  throughout  the 
years,  as  well  as  society's  shaping  hand. 

We  pick  up  Anne  Steere' s study  below 
at  the  beginning  of  the  "Roaring  Twen- 
ties," then  follow  it  into  the  Depression 
years  and  through  the  Second  World 
War.  Readers  interested  in  obtaining  a 
copy  of  the  entire  study  should  write  to 
the  Publications  Office  at  Pine  Manor 
College.

The  Twenties 


There  are  those  of  us  among  Pine 
Manor's  alumnae  who  can  remember 
the  era  of  flappers,  speakeasys,  and 
bathtub  gin;  when  women  got  the 
vote  and  didn't  exercise  this  right. 
And  there  are  those  of  us  who  have 
read  about  the  era  and  can't  believe  it 
happened.  Almost  as  a genie  let  out  of 
a bottle,  the  country  went  mad.  The 
suppression  of  the  Victorian  Age 
gave  way  to  excesses  of  riotous  living. 
One  can  observe  the  era  through 
many  lenses,  including  that  of  Pine 
Manor's  experience  which  included  a 
substantial  tuition  cost  of  $1,400  and  a 
growing  student  body  of  seventy- 
five,  housed  in  ten  small  cottages 
around  the  Dana  Hall  campus. 

In  the  early  Twenties,  the  American 
attitude  toward  women's  education 
after  high  school  had  reached  the 
point  where  "the  ardor  of  the 
pioneers  had  faded.  As  the  decade 
progressed  what  had  been  a steady 
increase  of  college  populations  faded 
to  a trickle.  The  all-important  flapper 
was  now  in  the  limelight,"  says  Wil- 
liam Chafe  in  The  American  Woman, 
Her  Changing  Social,  Economic  and 
Political  Roles,  1920-1970.  Virginia 
Gildersleeve,  President  of  Barnard, 
described  the  times  as  full  of  "blase 
indifference,  self-indulgence  and  ir- 
responsibility." A woman's  role  was 
changing  from  the  keeper  of  the  home 
and  children  to  that  of  wife- 
companion.  Her  primary  relationship 
was  now  with  her  husband,  not  her 
children.  Such  relationships  were 
romantic  and  sexual,  and  the  time 
had  now  come  to  enjoy  premarital 
sexual  activity. 


The  big  dilemma  of  the  Twenties 
was  the  choice  between  a marriage 
and  a career.  Women  were  still  being 
brought  up  to  be  wives  and  mothers. 
On  the  other  hand,  in  1920, 12.2  per 
cent  of  all  professional  women  were 
married,  while  during  the  years  be- 
tween 1877  and  1924,  75  per  cent  of  all 
women  with  Ph.D's  remained 
spinsters. 

As  the  decade  of  the  Twenties  pro- 
gressed, more  emphasis  was  brought 
to  bear  on  women  as  wife- 
companions.  The  husband  was  still 
the  central  figure  in  the  household, 
and  the  position  his  wife  held  forced 
her  into  becoming  a shadowy  figure 
in  the  home.  If  she  went  to  work  or 
ignored  her  children,  society  consid- 
ered the  children  neglected;  if  she 
was  too  devoted  she  was  spoiling 
them.  Working  women  were  consid- 
ered a threat  to  the  home  (a  theory 


touted  by  women's  magazines),  but 
an  uneducated  woman  was  consid- 
ered dull.  On  every  hand,  society 
placed  homemakers,  wife- 
companions,  working,  educated,  un- 
educated women  in  a no-win  situ- 
ation. 

Meanwhile,  as  upper  middle-class 
women  faced  the  dilemma  of  home  or 
career.  Pine  Manor's  catalogues  dur- 
ing the  early  and  mid-years  of  the 
Twenties  read  of  the  "growing  de- 
mand of  the  graduates  of  Dana  Hall 
and  other  secondary  schools  for 
further  academic  work  in  Music  or 
Art,  and  scientific  homemaking."  To 
enhance  the  latter.  Miss  Cooke  lec- 
tured to  the  Homemaking  Depart- 
ment for  several  years  on  Oriental 
rugs,  prints,  and  colonial  furniture, 
with  examples  from  her  own  collec- 
tion. The  Class  of  1922  raised  $100  to 
buy  the  print  Three  Score  and  Ten  by 
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Arthur  William  Heintzelman,  one  of 
the  most  distinguished  of  the  young 
American  etchers,  which  was  to  be 
the  "nucleus  of  an  art  collection  for 
Pine  Manor."  At  the  same  time  Miss 
Cooke  gave  six  wood  block  color 
prints  by  Miss  Margaret  Patterson  to 
further  enhance  the  collection. 

That  Pine  Manor  was  beginning  to 
evolve  its  own  identity  was  evident, 
for  by  1922  the  first  Alumnae  Direc- 
tory was  published.  This  directory 
included  all  Dana  Hall  and  Pine 
Manor  students  from  1885.  In  1923  the 
Yearbook  reports  123  students,  of 
which  35  were  seniors,  75  juniors. 


and  13  special  students.  The  first  Pine 
Manor  Reunion  was  held  on  June  9 of 
that  year  with  forty  in  attendance. 

From  1927  to  1930,  the  Pine  Manor 
catalogues  carried  this  purposeful 
statement.  "Pine  Manor  is  a home 
school  where  emphasis  is  laid  upon 
refinement  and  a spirit  of  courtesy 
and  womanly  self-control.  Funda- 
mental principles  of  Christian  charac- 
ter through  educated  conscience  and 
a reverent  spirit  are  fundamental 
aims." 

Constance  Warren,  who  became 
principal  in  1928,  wrote  the  following 
year,  "Pine  Manor  was  planned  to 


meet  the  needs  of  girls  who  have 
graduated  from  secondary  schools 
but  do  not  plan  to  go  to  college."  She 
went  on  to  say,  however,  that  the 
Pine  Manor  course  was  elastic 
enough  that  girls  who  wanted  to  go 
on  to  further  study  after  graduation 
from  Pine  Manor  would  be  prepared 
to  do  so. 

In  1929,  Pine  Manor  held  its  first 
Commencement.  The  following  Fall, 
the  Sub-collegiate  Group  was  started 
(as  Dana  Hall  had  been  started)  with 
fourteen  girls.  Constance  Warren 
wrote  that  this  group  had  "graduated 
from  other  schools  but  must  have  a 
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year  of  review  work  before  taking 
college  entrance  exams.  This  group 
should  have  larger  freedoms  and  re- 
sponsibility in  social  matters  which 
Pine  Manor  affords  and  which  we 
hope  will  form  a wise  transition  from 
preparatory  school  to  college  life." 

And  on  October  29, 1929,  the  Crash 
came  to  Wall  Street  which  would  af- 
fect the  lives  of  everyone  in  the  west- 
ern world. 


1930:  A Budding  Junior 
College 


From  1911  to  1930,  Pine  Manor  had 
grown  from  a so-called  finishing 
school  of  twenty-eight  students  to 
one  hundred  and  forty;  from  a one 
year  post-secondary  school,  when  the 
tuition  was  eight  hundred  dollars,  to 
a budding  junior  college  with  tuition 
at  sixteen  hundred  dollars  a year. 

Following  World  War  I and  the 
Roaring  Twenties,  the  Depression  of 
'29  changed  the  entire  economic  pat- 
tern of  the  United  States.  Women 
were  put  out  of  work  in  favor  of  men, 
and  for  the  first  time  federally  funded 
day  care  centers  came  into  existence. 
Part  of  the  purpose  of  these  centers 
was  to  provide  a hot  meal  for  poor 
children  each  day,  and,  as  they  be- 
came more  prevalent  around  the 
country,  to  employ  out-of-work 
teachers. 

According  to  Pine  Manor:  The  First 
Fifty  Years,  realism  drew  the  women 
of  this  time  further  into  the  educa- 
tional picture;  "Parents  now  expected 
their  daughters  to  be  trained  broadly 
and  by  as  fine  teachers  as  their  sons." 
They  were  no  longer  having  to  be 
coerced  to  send  their  daughters  to 
college.  The  members  of  each  class  in 


1930  and  1931  at  Pine  Manor  had  a 33 
per  cent  transfer  rate  to  other  institu- 
tions. From  1932  the  transfer  record 
increased  in  spite  of  the  tuition  and 
the  Depression.  This  was  the  time 
when  people  realized  that  money 
could  be  lost  overnight,  but  an  educa- 
tion was  of  long-lasting  value. 

To  head  this  giant  growth  Welles- 
ley College  once  more  played  an  im- 
portant step.  The  first  woman  to  hold 
the  title  of  President  of  Pine  Manor 
was  Marie  Warren  Potter  (Mrs.  Chris- 
topher Dyer  Potter) . A Phi  Beta  Kappa 
of  Wellesley  in  1907,  she  had  been  an 
English  teacher  before  her  marriage. 
Following  her  marriage  she  had  lived 
in  Providence,  R.l.  and  was  very  ac- 
tive in  alumnae  affairs  at  Wellesley 
College  where  she  was  a former  pres- 
ident of  the  Alumnae  Association  and 
a close  friend  of  Hetty  Shepard 
Wheeler,  the  Associate  Dean.  When 
Miss  Cooke  heard  Mrs.  Potter  speak 
on  the  need  of  financial  support  for 
women's  colleges.  Miss  Cooke  asked 
her  to  take  over  the  presidency  of  Pine 
Manor.  Some  months  ensued  before 
Mrs.  Potter  agreed,  but  on  September 
30, 1930,  she  was  introduced  as  the 
new  President. 

Although  the  Pine  Manor  catalogue 
of  1930  laid  emphasis  on  its  identity 
as  a home  school,  by  1931,  one  year 
after  it  had  become  an  accredited  pri- 
vate junior  college,  the  catalogue 
said:  "Pine  Manor  is  essentially  a 
school  for  intellectual  and  cultural  de- 
velopment with  emphasis  on  quality 
of  life  and  accomplishment. " In  keep- 
ing with  these  purposes  the  Pine 
Manor  French  Center  was  established 
with  two  houses,  Lathrop  and  La 
Chaumiere.  French  living  and  stan- 
dards of  culture  were  accented,  not 
only  for  the  benefit  of  those  living  in 


the  houses  but  also  for  the  surround- 
ing community,  which  was  invited  to 
the  functions  at  the  French  Center. 
Another  first  was  the  effort  to 
strengthen  the  academic  courses,  in 
line  with  the  recommendation  of  the 
accreditation  committee.  Homemak- 
ing was  still  an  integral  part  of  the 
educational  program,  with 
homemakers  still  required  to  take 
academic  subjects,  but  academic 
courses  were  strongly  emphasized. 

The  1934  catalogue  carried  the  fol- 
lowing message  from  Mrs.  Potter  in 
regard  to  tuition.  "Keenly  alive  to  the 
financial  difficulties  of  the  present 
times.  Pine  Manor  Junior  College  has 
reduced  its  tuition"  to  $1400  and  was 
now  offering  for  the  first  time  "a 
limited  number  of  scholarships." 
Faculty  members  were  receiving 
room  and  board  with  a small  stipend, 
but  in  order  to  keep  the  college  alive 
and  full,  it  was  absolutely  essential 
that  the  tuition  be  reduced.  The 
scholarship  aid  was  small  — a total  of 
$500,  given  out  in  increments  of  $50, 
but  it  was  nevertheless  revealing  of 
the  economic  straits  which  the  De- 
pression brought  to  all  stratas  of  so- 
ciety. 

The  curriculum  was  designed  for 
three  types  of  students,  thus  fulfilling 
the  aim  of  the  individuality  of  mem- 
bers of  the  student  body.  Both  the 
Academic  and  Homemaking  courses 
were  two  years  with  a diploma  given 
at  their  completion.  For  transfer  to  a 
four  year  college  out  of  the  Academic 
course.  Pine  Manor  required  that  a 
student  have  a "B"  average  each  year. 
The  General  course  consisted  of  one 
year  each  of  the  Academic  and 
Homemaking  courses  with  a certifi- 
cate given  upon  completion.  Re- 
quired of  all  students,  except  those 


registered  to  transfer,  was  the  Orien- 
tation Group  that  included  Bible, 
Business  Organization,  Health  Edu- 
cation and  Introductory  Psychology. 
Applied  Biology,  which  in  earlier 
catalogues  referred  to  teaching 
"many  of  life's  mysteries,"  was  dis- 
continued. In  both  1934  and  1935,  the 
catalogue  described  Pine  Manor  as 
"essentially  an  educational  commu- 
nity for  intellectual  and  cultural  de- 
velopment." That  it  was  indeed  an 
intellectual  community  was  proven, 
in  part,  by  the  fact  that  in  1935,  the 
Library  had  grown  to  over  3,000  vol- 
umes, had  a circulation  of  2,344  books 
and  had  added  230  books  over  the 
previous  year.  Indeed  a far  cry  from 
the  time  in  1916  when  it  had  no  li- 
brary! 

As  the  country  came  out  of  the 
Depression, the  tuition  was  raised  to 
$1500,  where  it  stayed  until  1947.  1937 
saw  a relaxing  of  student  life  rules 
from  one  weekend  a semester  and  no 
class  cuts  to  "a  system  of  weekends, 
over-nights  and  class  cuts  to  regulate 
absences  from  the  college."  Although 
Miss  Cooke  abhorred  women  smok- 
ing, such  a hue  and  cry  arose  that  she 
did  provide  for  the  students  "a  School 
Cottage  for  students'  use  and  infor- 
mal club  rooms  for  games  and 
smoking." 

By  1939  Pine  Manor  had  230  stu- 
dents. They  would  enter  into  a world 
that  would  encourage  them  to  make 
their  home  their  life.  It  was  consid- 
ered by  many  people  to  reflect  on  a 
man's  earning  capacity  if  his  wife 
held  a job.  In  1940,  according  to  scho- 
lar William  H.  Chafe,  only  5.6  per  cent 
of  married  women  held  jobs  if  their 
husbands  earned  over  $3,000  a year, 
but  24.2  per  cent  were  employed  if 
their  husbands  received  less  than 


$400.  The  students  at  Pine  Manor,  for 
the  most  part,  came  from  affluent, 
conservative  backgrounds,  and  for 
them  at  this  time  the  idea  of  working 
would  only  include  volunteer  work 
which  they  would  carry  on  after  mar- 
riage. Marriage  was  still  the  goal  for 
young  women,  whether  trained  in 
homemaking  or  not. 


1940:  New  Attitudes 


On  December  7, 1941  the  Japanese 
bombed  Pearl  Harbor,  and  with  this 
horrifying  event  the  equality  of  men 
and  women  moved  closer  toward  an 
actuality.  Women's  sphere  no  longer 
existed  in  the  strict  sense,  and  once 
again  women  were  encouraged  to 
work  outside  the  home.  To  the 
amazement  of  male  employers  they 
could  do  anything  they  set  their 
minds  to  with  skill  and  imagination. 
William  H.  Chafe  in  The  American 
Woman  gives  us  some  interesting 
facts  about  this  period,  which  once 
again  caught  women  in  a dilemma. 
As  the  United  States  moved  into 
World  War  II  over  six  million  women 
took  jobs  and  the  female  labor  force 
increased  to  over  50  per  cent.  In  1940, 
15.2  per  cent  of  all  married  women 
worked,  and  by  the  end  of  1945  more 
than  24  per  cent  did.  As  the  war 
ended  the  majority  of  working 
women  were  wives.  The  dilemma 
concerned  the  children  of  working 
women,  many  of  whom  experienced 
severe  social  dislocation  as  a result  of 
the  mothers'  work.  The  blame  for 
increased  childhood  neurosis,  delin- 
quency and  teenage  runaways  was 
laid  by  the  Children's  Bureau  in 


Washington,  D.C.  squarely  on  the 
shoulders  of  working  mothers. 

As  women  left  their  homes  to  go  to 
work,  another  statistic  predomi- 
nated. In  1930,  in  the  South,  34  out  of 
54  women's  colleges  mentioned 
homemaking  in  their  catalogues.  By 
1940,  only  seven  out  of  seventy-four 
made  any  mention  of  homemaking, 
reports  Mabel  Newcomer,  in  A Cen- 
tury of  Higher  Education  for  American 
Women.  The  time  was  drawing  close 
when  women  were  going  to  reevalu- 
ate their  role;  problems  were  on  the 
horizon  with  this  attitude  of  female 
equality  and  freedom. 

In  the  meantime.  Pine  Manor  was 
endeavoring  to  stay  practical  and  rel- 
evant. The  flyer  called  The  Pine  Manor 
Plan  said,  in  part: 

"While  young  men  are  enlisting  for 
active  service  on  an  ever  increasing 
front,  the  students  of  women's  col- 
leges are  as  definitely  challenged  to 
build  themselves  up  physically,  intel- 
lectually, and  spiritually,  that  they 
may  contribute  richly  in  the  needs  of 
their  communities  — in  understand- 
ing of  cultural  values,  vision  and  the 
ability  to  be  of  practical  service.  In 
adjusting  the  curriculum  to  meet  the 
needs  of  the  young  women  students 
in  the  present  wartime  situation,  the 
college  has  sought  first  the  enrich- 
ment of  each  course  by  re-focusing  its 
content  in  the  light  of  the  present 
emergency."  Not  only  were  the 
courses  re-designed  to  help  the  stu- 
dent "prepare  to  meet  the  present 
condition"  but  also  to  teach,  said  The 
Pine  Manor  Plan , "intelligent  and  con- 
structive citizenship  in  a post-war 
world  where  an  understanding  of 
economic  and  cultural  values  will  be 
more  than  ever  essential  to  practical 
service." 
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In  April,  1943,  the  first  college  unit 
of  the  American  Red  Cross  was  orga- 
nized at  Pine  Manor.  Instruction  was 
given  in  canteen,  first  aid,  floater 
service,  junior  Grey  Ladies,  motor 
corps,  production  and  staff  assist- 
ance. Pine  Manor  was  represented 
both  at  home  and  abroad  in  all  the 
fields  that  the  Red  Cross  had  trained 
its  students  for,  and  this  instruction 
was  to  prove  invaluable  to  them  for 
the  rest  of  their  lives. 

With  an  understanding  of  eco- 
nomic and  cultural  values  as  a foun- 
dation, it  is  now  time  to  assess  the 
strengths  of  the  institution  under 
study.  Probably  one  of  the  most  im- 
portant and  strongest  attributes  that 
Pine  Manor  possessed  was  the  ability 
to  assess  its  own  situation  and  make 
the  necessary  adjustments.  It  was 
started  on  desires  and  prayers,  and 
judicial  planning.  It  survived,  as  a 
relatively  new  educational  endeavor 


through  World  War  I,  the  Depression 
years  and  World  War  II.  Now,  at  the 
end  of  this  latest  war,  it  was  having  to 
adjust  its  curriculum  to  a new  type  of 
living  that  its  students  would  en- 
counter in  the  post-war  situation.  The 
lack  of  interest  in  homemaking 
caused  that  primary  emphasis  to  be 
dropped  in  1946.  The  curriculum  was 
then  totally  devoted  to  Liberal  and 
Fine  Arts  which  stressed  a general 
education  in  English,  Social  Studies, 
Science  and  the  Humanities,  Art  and 
Music. 

Mabel  Newcomer  writes,  "It  has 
never  been  easy  for  long-established 
institutions,  incrusted  by  outmoded 
customs,  to  slough  off  the  shell  of 
tradition  and  grow  with  the  times." 
Ridding  itself  of  homemaking  took 
courage  and  foresightedness  and  a 
calm  belief  on  the  part  of  the  adminis- 
tration, faculty  and  trustees.  But  Pine 
Manor  had  said  in  its  many  purpose 


statements  that  the  development  of 
individual  interests  and  aptitudes 
was  the  core  of  its  program. 

The  late  Forties,  when  Pine  Manor 
had  abandoned  its  emphasis  on 
homemaking,  was  a period  of  dis- 
agreement over  the  woman's  role. 
Women  were  being  encouraged  to 
leave  work  in  the  market  place  and 
return  home.  Men  coming  out  of  the 
service  needed  the  jobs  that  women 
had  done  so  well  in  their  absence.  To 
further  force  women  home,  federal 
funds  for  day  care  centers  were  cut 
off.  According  to  Sheila  Rothman  in 
Woman's  Proper  Place , women  were 
being  forced  to  face  their  respon- 
sibilities at  home.  Educators  such  as 
Lynn  White  (Mills  College),  James 
Madison  Wood  (Stephens  College) 
and  Ann  Parnell  (Sweet  Briar  Col- 
lege) believed  that  homemaking  in 
all  its  aspects  should  be  emphasized 
as  a profession,  "oriented  to  women's 
sexual  aptitudes."  (William  Chafe, 
The  American  Woman).  Women,  once 
again,  were  being  returned  to  their 
special  sphere,  yet  Pine  Manor  chose 
this  time  to  close  its  homemaking 
department  and  concentrate  on  Lib- 
eral Arts. 

It  is  important  to  point  out  that 
what  the  women  in  the  country  had 
been  doing  during  the  war  years  had 
a direct  effect  on  their  younger  college 
sisters.  The  fact  that  women  had  gone 
to  work  in  greater  numbers  opened 
up  a new  world  for  the  younger 
woman.  Even  though  Pine  Manor 
seventeen  and  eighteen  year  olds 
were  not  necessarily  thinking  of 
working,  the  fact  remained  that  they 
could  or  their  mothers  could,  and  it 
began  to  have  an  effect  on  their  think- 
ing. Options  were  growing.  □ 
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Math  Without  Fear

In  1977  President  Rosemary  Ashby 
visited  Wallis  Annenberg,  '59,  a Pine 
Manor  alumna  living  in  Beverly  Hills, 
California.  As  they  talked,  their  con- 
versation turned  to  the  subject  of 
mathematics,  and  Ms.  Annenberg 
explained  how  vital  she  considered 
math  education  to  be  for  women 
today. 

The  discussion  did  not  end  there.  It 
continued  in  the  offices  and  class- 
rooms of  Pine  Manor  College,  and  by 
November  of  1980,  the  Educational 
Policy  Committee  at  the  College  rec- 
ommended that  a mathematics  com- 
petency requirement  be  established 
for  all  freshman  degree  candidates 
entering  in  the  fall  of  1981  and  there- 
after. 

"Math  is  essential,"  Wallis  Annen- 
berg said  recently.  "It  is  the  basis  for 
almost  any  field  that  women  enter 
today.  Fear  of  math  can  have  such  a 
crippling  effect,  and  prevent  one  from 
going  on  to  higher  education.  One 
way  to  handle  fear  is  to  walk  right 
through  it,  and  not  to  dodge  it.  The 
math  requirement  at  Pine  Manor  will 
force  students  to  meet  their  fears  head 
on,  rather  than  dodge  the  issue. 

"I  feel  so  strongly  about  the  impor- 
tance of  math,  however,  because  of 
my  own  experience.  I always  looked 
for  courses  without  a math  element, 
and  this  limited  my  horizons  in  terms 
of  higher  education.  Later  I had  to 
confront  the  fact  that  I could  not  read 
columns  of  figures  in  a Board  meet- 
ing, and  couldn't  interpret  the  deci- 
mal points  and  number  of  zeros!  A 
math  requirement  at  the  college  level 
early  on  in  a student's  career  will 
show  her  that  math  is  not  a monster. 
It  will  give  her  self-confidence  and  a 
great  tool  that  she  can  use  as  she

continues  up  the  ladder  of  higher 
education." 

Joan  Weinstein,  an  instructor  in 
mathematics  at  Pine  Manor,  agrees 
that  math  is  increasingly  important  to 
young  women. 

"In  recent  years,"  she  said,  "there 
has  been  a visible  change  in  the  career 
goals  of  Pine  Manor  students.  With  a 
successful  B.A.  program  in  Business 
Management  and  many  of  our 
graduates  intending  to  pursue  non- 
traditional  careers,  it  has  become 
more  apparent  that  our  students  need 
a firm  grounding  in  the  necessary 
quantitative  skills.  Yet  most  of  our 
freshmen  enter  with  only  two  years  of 
high  school  mathematics,  most  of  it 
rusty  from  disuse,  if  not  totally  for- 
gotten." 

Beginning  this  year  all  entering 
students  are  tested,  using  a standard 


placement  test  provided  by  the 
Mathematical  Association  of 
America,  to  determine  their  math 
level.  The  test  is  not  an  assessment  of 
aptitude  or  prior  experience. 

The  students  whose  scores  are 
below  a given  level  will  be  required  to 
take  Essential  Algebra,  a one- 
semester  math  course  which  is  de- 
signed not  only  to  strengthen 
mathematical  skills  and  techniques, 
but  also  to  develop  a student's 
mathematical  confidence  and  curi- 
osity. 

"This  fall,"  said  Joan  Weinstein, 
"22%  of  the  freshmen  placed  higher 
than  this  basic  level,  and  they  will  not 
be  required  to  study  math  at  Pine 
Manor.  However,  experience  has 
shown  that  most  of  these  students  do 
elect  math  courses,  either  because  of 
the  demands  of  their  chosen  major,  or 
because  they  are  aware  of  the  impor- 
tance of  the  study  of  mathematics, 
statistics,  and  computer  science  in 
today's  highly  technological  world." 

One  such  student  is  Susan  Som- 
mers, a senior  majoring  in  Devel- 
opmental Psychology. 

"I  was  turned  off  to  math  in  high 
school,"  she  said,  "but  during  my 
freshman  year  at  Pine  Manor  I 
realized  that  proficiency  in  math  was 
important.  Although  there  was  no 
math  requirement  when  I was  a 
freshman,  I was  encouraged  to  take 
Algebra  by  Joan  Weinstein  and  other 
instructors  who  said  it  would  benefit 
me.  And  it  certainly  has." 

The  Algebra  course  Susan  took  as- 
sisted her  in  many  of  her  other 
courses  at  the  College,  including,  she 
said.  Economics,  Marketing,  Man- 
agement, Photography,  and  even 
English.

''One  way  to  handle  fear  is  to 
walk  light  through  it  and  not  to 
dodge  it."

On  Monday,  mothers  and 
fathers  had  the  opportunity  to  attend 
classes  on  campus  and  meet  with  di- 
rectors of  the  College's  administrative 
offices. 
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Lecturer  On  Campus 
from  the  Sorbonne 

French  humor  and  Walt  Whitman's 
Leaves  of  Grass  were  the  subjects  of 
two  lectures  delivered  by  Roger 
Asselineau  in  September.  M.  As- 
selineau  is  Professor  of  American  Lit- 
erature at  the  University  of  Paris  — 
Sorbonne.  His  visit  to  the  College  was 
sponsored  by  the  B.A.  programs  in 
French  and  American  Studies. 

In  his  lecture  on  French  humor,  M. 
Asselineau  said  that  many  people 
consider  humor  to  be  "non-existent" 
in  France.  On  the  contrary,  he  ex- 
plained, there  is  a tradition  of  humor 
in  literature  that  goes  back  to  the 
Middle  Ages.  To  demonstrate  his 
point,  he  referred  to  the  work  of 
Hugo,  Breton,  Apollinaire,  and  other 
French  writers. 

His  second  lecture,  titled  "The  Liq- 
uidity oi Leaves  of  Grass,"  explored 
the  importance  of  water  imagery  in 
Whitman's  poems.  Roger  Asselineau 
has  translated  Whitman  into  French. 
He  is  also  an  authority  in  France  on 
American  writers  Ernest  Heming- 
way, Sherwood  Anderson,  Edgar 
Allan  Poe,  and  Ralph  Waldo  Emer- 
son. 

Visiting  Chinese 
Scholar 

For  two  months  in  the  fall.  Pine 
Manor  was  host  to  Mrs.  Zhang  Xue 
Zao,  Director  of  Advanced  Mathe- 
matics Teaching  at  the  Central  Na- 
tional Minorities  Institute  in  Peking, 
Peoples'  Republic  of  China.  Mrs.  Zao 
came  to  the  United  States  to  study 
American  teaching  techniques  at 


Pine  Manor  College  and  the  Mas- 
sachusetts Institute  of  Technology. 

Mrs.  Zao  concluded  that  there  are 
significant  differences  between 
American  teaching  methods  and 
those  practiced  in  her  native  China. 
For  example,  the  class  size  in  China  is 
larger  and  the  discipline  stricter,  she 
said.  Mrs.  Zao  was  particularly  im- 
pressed by  the  small  classes  at  Pine 
Manor,  indicating  that  she  felt  the 
environment  created  a rapport  be- 
tween students  and  teachers.  "I 
would  like  to  see  stronger  relation- 
ships established  between  students 
and  teachers  in  China,"  she  said.

Marvin  Minsky 

Marvin  Minsky  is  the  Conner  Pro- 
fessor of  Science  in  the  Department  of 
Electrical  Engineering  and  Computer 
Science  at  M.l.T.  He  received  his  B.  A. 
in  Mathematics  in  1950  from  Harvard 
University  and  his  Ph.D.  in  Math 
from  Princeton  in  1954. 

Dr.  Minsky  has  been  one  of  the 
most  influential  leaders  in  the  field  of 
Artificial  Intelligence.  In  1959  he  and 
John  McCarthy  started  the  M.l.T.  Ar- 
tificial Intelligence  Project,  which,  in 
1969,  became  an  independent  M.l.T. 
laboratory  directed  by  Dr.  Minsky 
and  S.  Papert.  As  a mathematician, 
his  work,  with  Papert,  on  the  Theory 
of  Computational  Geometry  and 
“Perceptron  Machines”  is  considered 
a classic,  as  is  his  earlier  work  on 
"Turing  Machines"  and  Production 
Systems.  He  is  also  a noted  engineer, 
and  has  built  a variety  of  Digital  and 
Analogue  Computers,  music  synthe- 
sis systems,  and  advanced  optical 
microscopy  devices. 

Marvin  Minsky  is  a member  of  the 
National  Academy  of  Sciences,  and  a 
fellow  of  The  Harvard  Society  of  Fel- 
lows, the  Institute  of  Electrical  and 
Electronic  Engineers,  and  the  Ameri- 
can Academy  of  Arts  and  Sciences. 


Paul  W.  Rahmeier 

Paul  W.  Rahmeier  is  the  Academic 
Dean  of  Cambridge  College  in  Cam- 
bridge, Massachusetts. 

Dr.  Rahmeier  received  a B.A.  from 
Elmhurst  College.
